There is a sharp bend just over the bridge, 

nd it was at this point that some of the 
coaches jumped the rails.

The coaches fell on the right-hand side. 
Had they fallen to the left they would have 
hurtled mto the River Dee, where it joins 
Loch Ken.

THE RELIEF TRAIN 


The passengers who had been involved in 
the accident arrived by the relief: train at 
Stranraer yesterday forenoon. 

Miss Cooper, of King’s Arms Hotel, 
Stranraer, said :—‘' The train started to bump 
just as it passed Parton Station There were 


two ¢hildren and their father and. mother in 


the compartment with me. With the second 
lurca the younger child was thrown out of the 
corner on to the floor.”’ 

One of the passengers for Belfast paid 
tribute to the postal officials who were in- 
jured. He said that after the accident they 
both wanted to go and see that the mails were 
safe, but one was prevailed upon to allow the 
other to go.  Soonafterwards both were 
taken away in the ambulance, 

Mi. Arthur Mynott, commercial traveller, 
London, said that he was sleeping 1n his bunk 
and was thrown out on to the floor as the 
carriage toppled over on its side. He saw 
a woman trying to scramble out from an 
adjoining compartment and assisted her out. 
Aftes the first excitement was over the 
passengers who had been asleep went back to 
thei carriages for their clothes and dressed 
beside the bonfires at the line-side. 


PASSENGERS AT BELFAST 
When the passengers arrived in Belfast it 
was discovered that the violinist who had 
assisted in keeping up the spirits of the 
passengers was a Scottish engineer, employed 
at the new broadcasting station of the B.B.C. 
at Lisburn. He declined to give his name. 

““ As a matter of fact,” he said, “all that 
I did when I saw everything was safe was, 
by way of a joke, to = a few bars of ‘A 
guid New Year,’”’, 

Describing the scene of the derailment, he 
said that it was nothing short of a miracle 
that all the passengers ha not been killed. 
“If you could see the overturned carriages,”’ 
he said, “‘you would be amazed that apny- 
body escaped serious injury.” ° 

He was seated in a compartment with other 
passengers, including two young children, 
and half dozing when he felt the first bump, 

‘1 seemed to realise instinctively,’ he 
said, *‘that the train had gone off the rails, 
and [ picked up one of the children, who had 
been ung on to the floor. The mother was 
frightened, and apparently afraid that the 
carriages would be telescoped, but I re-

In New York 45,000 men, with 2,000 
snow ploughs and snow 
battling with the blizzard, At some spots 
the snow drifts were between five and six 
feet high, 

Two persons died of cold in New York, 
and_many accidents occurred in the blind- 
ing snowstorm.
